Illinois Prison 


Scene Of Riot

CH ESTER , 111. UP) — T hree hun­ 
dred rebellious prisoners, threat- 
<ening seven hostages with death, 
held out early today inside Illinois’ 
trouble - plagued 
Menard 
P rison 
and w ere reported calling for Gov. 
Adlai Stevenson. 
The prison was the scene of a 
27-hour uprising five weeks ago. 
That one w as quelled by a two-hour 
tear gas barrage. 
W arden Je ro m e E. Munie sta­ 
tioned 
arm e d 
guards 
and 
state 
police at strategic points • around 
tho prison and ordered th em to 
“ shoot to kill if anyone m akes a 
m ove.” 
But he abandoned plans to storm 
the cell block when convicts th re a t­ 
ened to hurl the seven hostages 
from a 50-foot high balcony fronting 
the top tier of cells. The gu ard s 
were m arch ed to the balcony when 
,the rioting began about 5 p.m. 
(CST) Monday. 
Some inm ates were quoted by 
officers as calling out, “we want 
to see the governor.” O ther shouts 
of “ we w ant to see the big boss” 
were 
reported. 
Munie 
said 
he 
thought they wanted to see him , not 
the governor. 
Gov. Stevenson, cam paigning for 
president on the D em ocratic ticket, 
is in New York.

work was cut to $17.85, took the

Huddles With Truman

bitterly 
as­ 
sailed the WSB and told his men 
to stick it out until they got the 
full $1.90. 
However, P residen T ru m an m et 
with the UMW chieftain and H arry 
M. Moses, chief industry negotia­ 
tor, at the White House over the 
week end and personally appealed 
for an end to the strike. 
Lewis then fired off telegram s, 
telling m iners they should resum e 
production in the best interests of 
the public and them selves pending 
a final decision on their pay in­ 
crease.

“ Not even any w rapping paper in 
the stores!” 
A wave of criticism against the 
supply and quality of consum er 
goods is whipping through Com mu­ 
nist-ruled East G erm an y . 
A survey of the Soviet zone’s j 
controlled press shows that this J 
criticism is w idespread. It hits so 
sharply at the state-controlled pro­ 
duction and distribution - systems 
that new purges of the planners 
m ay be impending. 
Many S hortages 
Unlike booming W est G erm any, 
the Russian zone still 
has food 
rationing and shortages in many 
fields. Its economy is integrated 
with that of the ^Soviet bloc. Much 
of its output goes to the Soviet 
Union. The R ussians d rain it off 
in reparations or in 
“ tra d e ” at 
rate s fixed arbitrarily by Moscow.

AP correspondent Milo F arneti 
reported from the front th at L ea­ 
thernecks w ere in firm possession 
of the Hook, a ridgeline northeast 
of P anm unjom , and two outposts 
to the north. 
About 1.500 Reds hit the M arine 
sector 
counterattacked 
and 
kicked 
the 
Reds off late Monday. During the 
predawn 
darkness 
today 
they 
mopped up sm all hold-out units. 
After daybreak the M arines took 
two outposts without opposition. 


Allied w arplanes ro ared over the 
area and pounded the Reds with 
bombs, rockets and flam ing gaso­ 
line. The Chinese replied with spor­ 
adic artillery fire.

The W isconsin Republican se n a­ 
tor was lustily cheered by his au­ 
dience of 1,150 diners in a Loop 
hotel ballroom at various points in 
his speech. Once booing halted him 
briefly w hen

against the Illinois governor: 
1. T hat Stevenson is surrounded 
by some left-wing advisers. 
2. That the D em ocratic nom inee 
“ would continue the suicidal K re m ­ 
lin-dictated policies of this nation.” 
3. T hat Stevenson, assigned the 
task of form ulating post w ar U. S. 
policy in Italy, prescribed a plan 
for “ foisting com m unism ” on the 
Italians. 
4. T hat Stevenson is “ p a rt and 
parcel” of the “ Acheson-Hiss-Lat- i 
tim ore group.” 
M cCarthy had not concluded hi* j 
speech w hen his broadcast tim e 
of 30 m inutes ended. After he w ent 
off the air, he charged th at Ste­ 
venson had the endorsem ent,

The book as been in prepara­ 
tion for 30 years. Fifteen volumes 
of it h av e' been printed in He­ 
brew. It is expected to run to 35 
or 36 volumes when complete. The 
English version will be shorter— 
about 18 volumes. 
It is built around the Torah (law) 
of the Jews which is contained in 
the first five chapters of the Old 
Testament—Genesis, Exodus, Le­ 
viticus, 
Numbers 
and 
Deutero­ 
nomy. 
Much of the vast body of Jewish 
thought has been written as com­ 
mentary on the Torah, but the 
many comments never before have 
been assembled where they can 
be read with the Torah. 
The job of assembling the widely 
scattered books and manuscripts 
was started more than 30 years 
ago by Dr. Menachem M. Rasher. 
He traveled all over the world, 
found manuscripts in Yemen, in 
the 
libraries 
of 
Paris, 
Rome, 
London, New York and other great 
cities. With these, he supplemented 
the scattered works dating from 
hundreds of years B.C. to mod­ 
ern times. 
Fair Picture Given 
He thinks the works he has se­ 
lected for inclusion in the complete 
Torah will provide a fair and use­ 
ful picture of what the Jews of all 
ages have thought. 
“This is a living religion.” he 
says. In the appendixes to the 
first volume are articles on time, 
evolution, the atom and on love 
of mankind in which the works of 
modern scientists and thinkers has 
been linked with that of the Jewish 
sages. 
His associates say that in print­ 
ing of comments in sh^rp disagree­ 
ment with each other he has dem­ 
onstrated the freedom of Jewish 
thought through the ages. They 
think he has shown the Jews have 
a God whose mercy extends to all 
nations since the time of Abraham. 
This is contrary to the opinion of 
some non-Jewish thinkers who say 
the early Jewish God was merely 
a tribal Deity.

Delta County Hardest Hit 
With 46 Cases At Clinic

One of the m ost 
tragic 
news 
stories ever written in this region 
is 
slowly 
unfolding in the Upper 
Peninsula. 
It is the story of infantile paraly­ 
sis. M ore specifically, it 
is 
the 
story of the 1952 polio epidem ic. 
Leaving scores crippled 
in 
its 
w ake, this 
y ea r’s 
epidem ic th rea­ 
tens to be the worst on record in 
the Upper Peninsula. 
Two Short Of M ark 
At this writing, 133 persons have 
been hospitalized with polio in the 
N orthern Peninsula. 
T h a t’s 
only 
two short of 
the 
all-tim e 
record 
set in 1940 — and two months still 
rem ain in 1952. 
If the prevailing 
rate of hospital adm ittances 
con­ 
tinues, the 1940 m ark soon will be 
broken, possibly before the month 
is over. 
The m ortality total alread y has 
exceeded that of 1940. In the epi­ 
dem ic of 
12 years ago, six 
lives 
w ere claim ed. 
To date this y ear, 
polio has taken seven lives in the 
Upper Peninsula. 
Widespread Epidem ic 
W hereas 
on e, area—N ew berry — 
w as particularly hard hit by polio 
in 1940. 
the 
epidem ic this 
year 
has been m ore 
widespread. Only 
Keweenaw and M ackinac 
am ong 
the Upper Peninsula’s 15 counties 
have thus far escaped without a

Expert Cleaner Tells Secrets 
Behind Good Dry-Cleaning Job

NEW ORK —(NEA)—When you 
take a 
dress or 
suit to a 
dry 
cleaner, do you have in mind cer­ 
tain standards of service that must 
be met? There are certain inqui­ 
ries to make when you go to a new 
dry cleaner and definite things to 
iook for when your garment re­ 
turns. 
This 
is 
on 
the 
advice of 
an 
expert 
who 
has done work 
for 
many celebrities, including Dwight 
P Eisenhower. 
the Vanderbilts, 
ind Sonja Heme. This 
man, Mack 
Davis, has made research in dry 
cleaning problems his 
life 
work 
rind has sound advice to give as to 
what you have a right to expect 
from your dry cleaner. 


Learn the Facts 


“ When you first go to a cleaner,” 
this expert says, 
“ ask 
whether 
they classify garments according 
to fabric. 
Inquire 
about 
their 
range of spot removers. 
Do they 
consider the texture of each fabric 
before deciding what 
equipment 
to use in finishing? Make sure they 
Ail! remove buckles, buttons and 
ornaments that may not withstand 
he cleaning process and that latei. 
hey will resew them on. Will they 


make minor repairs as a m atter of 
course?” 
Mr. 
Davis 
tells women 
that 
many manufacturers, in coopera­ 
tion with the American Institute 
of Cleaners and Dyers, make com­ 
plete tests for serviceability before 
marketing their 
garments, 
.but 
you may be stuck with a garment 
that was never tested. 
In that 
case, don’t blame bad results on 
your cleaner. 
"It was not the 
dry 
cleaner’s 
fault if blue d y e ,faded to a red 
or 
purple 
cast in 
your rayon 
dress,” he says. 
“ Manufacturers 
are still doing research 
on 
that 
problem. 
When 
glue or cement 
holds designs 
in place 
or holds 
parts of a 
belt 
together, these 
accessories will disintegrate at the 
cleaners. 


Know Your Material 


“ When you buy 
moire, make 
sure it is cellulose-acetate or nylon 
moire. In any other type, the de­ 
sign may disappear. Hand-painted 
fabrics can never be guaranteed. 
Black buckram* or other stiffener 
may bleed black dye on the rest 
ol the dress. 
A 
crease-resistant 
finish 
won’t 
last through 
more 
than five or six cleanings. 
“ Metallic fabrics will tarnish 
in 


time and shallow seams in velvets 
or loosely woven fabrics may fray 
to the stitching. None of 
these 
things are the fault of 
the 
dry 
cleaner. 
My 
point is that you 
should 
know 
the 
content 
and 
workmanship of a garment and all 
its trimmings before you buy. 
It 
may save you much disappoint­ 
ment.” 
What should you look for in the 
finished garment? 
"Besides the obvious—no ' wrin­ 
kles, no odor, and no spots,” says 
Mr. Davis, “you should look for 
firm, even, creases and even cuffs. 
Look for sharp pleats in perfect 
alignment, 
evenly 
spaced 
ana 
without ripples. 
Linings ought to 
be ironed and inside seams opened 
and flat.^ 


Hang Them Up 


'‘Waist gathers and tucks should 
be rolled, not creased, and there 
should be no 
puckering 
around 
buttons. 
Shine, 
unless the 
ma­ 
terial calls for it, and seam, pleat 
or button impressions on the cloth 
indicate 
a 
very 
bad job. 
And 
finally, is the original shape of the’ 
garment fully restored?” 
Mack Davis tells women there is 
much they can do at home to in­ 
sure long life for their garments. 
“Hang up your clothes when you 
take them off,” he says. 
“Brush 
and air them 
before 
returning 
them to the closet. Mend rips and 
holes 
before 
they get too large. 
Alternate 
your 
garments 
every 
day to give them a chance to re­ 
turn to' shape. 
“Don’t 
allow 
your 
clothes to 
hang from one season to the next, 
or soil may become impossible to 
remove. 
Take stains 
out before 
ironing as heat sets them. Never 
put perfume or cologne directly on 
fabric and be sure to use only a 
deodorant that is guaranteed not 
to stain.’*

WASHINGTON.— Since the end 
ol the 12th century. Italians have 
been teasing With impunity a vol­ 
cano less than 30 air miles from 
dangerous Vesuvius. 
H ie volcano is Solfatara. a little 
one at 
Pozzuoli 
just 
west 
of 
Naples which has not erupted since 
A. D. 1198, says the National Geo­ 
graphic 
Society. 
It is safe be­ 
cause it is equipped with hundreds 
of tiny 
fissures, 
or 
fumaroles, 
which continuously give off gases, 
and thus relieve interior pressures. 
Tourist guides discovered years 
ago that a lighted match or even a 
cigarette brought 
close 
to 
the 
mouth of one fumarole not only 
provoked that particular one into I 
em itting a denser cloud of steam 
than usual, but simultaneously ex­ 
cited others in the vicinity. Travel­ 
ers who have been mystified by the 
spectacular phenomenon 
can 
be 
assured there is a scientific ex­ 
planation, having to do with the i 
causes of condensation. 
Fires Under Naples 
Volcanic fires are not far be­ 
neath the surface of 
the 
entire 
Naples littoral. 
Vesuvius, 
which 
im partially buried Pompeii, A. D. 
79, and Allied air fields in 1944. 
taps this reservoir of hot gases 
and molten rock. 
So, probably, does 
Solfa tara. 
nearby dorm ant Mt. Nuovo which 
witnesses said built itself 
to a 
height of 400 feet 
during

Septem ber days of 1538, and the 
Phlegraean Fields area containing 
the grotto of the Cumaen 
Sybil. 
This ancient soothsayer undoubt­ 
edly delivered her prophesies from 
behind a cloud of steam

“I don’t think that ifs possible 
to sneak any Communist ideas into 
the textbooks. Textbooks publish­ 
ers are in business for a profit. 
And there’s certainly no profit in 
printing books which try to teach 
Communist ideas.

books are so carefully screened 
by school officials and boards of 
education that it would be virtu­ 
ally impossible to sneak undesir­ 
able books to the pupils through 
this process.” 
On teaching the “three Rs”: 
“Teachers are continually study­ 
ing and improving methods of 
teaching and good evidence of the 
improvement is that children read 
more and faster. Proof of the ef­ 
fect of this is the fact that people 
now buy about 54,000.000 news­ 
papers every day.” 
On federal aid to education: 
“I am for federal aid to educa­ 
tion which puts absolutely no con­ 
trol over education into the hands 
of federal officials. 
And a law 
can be passed that will prohibit 
such control.” 
On the development 
of 
char­ 
acter: 
“Schools today are emphasizing 
and making stronger the moral 
and spiritual values. The develop­ 
ment of good character has al­ 
ways been one of the fundamental 
objectives of education. The pub­ 
lic schools cannot teach religion 
as such but they can contribute 
much to the high ideals of con­ 
duct and offer continuous oppor­ 
tunities of the practice of them.”

Ought A Mother-In-Law To 
Pay For Her “Board”? 
By Elizabeth B. Hurlock, Ph.D. 
Paying board is something we 
usually associate with strangers 
who share a room in our homes. 
Should we, however, ask a near 
relative to pay board? That is the 
problem a worried daughter-in- 
law submits: 
(Q) “My husband’s mother 
lives with us. She pays us no 
money but banks it in her and 
her son’s name. It is only $20 a 
week but I think she should 
pay some board. Am I wrong 
about this?" 
(A) Yes, I think so. If your 
husband’s income is not sufficient 
to enable him to keep his mother, 
you might ask her to make a small 
contribution to the upkeep of the 
home each week or month. 
But don’t refer to 
what 
she 
gives you as “boarct”. After all, she 
is your husband’s mother and, as 
such, should not be treated as a 
lodger. 
It seems to me she 
is 
being 
very generous to bank her in­ 
come in your husband’s name as 
well as her own. This puts him in 
a position where he has a reserve 
fund to call on should an em er­ 
gency arise. 
In a way, her savings are his 
savings. Bo long as he has this 
amount of money in the bank, he 
can easily afford to give his m oth­ 
er a place in his home. Her food 
would not come to $20 a week and 
elderly people need relatively lit­ 
tle money for clothing or am use­ 
ments. 
The nest egg that she is stor­ 
ing away for a rainy day will pro­ 
vide for her needs and not work 
hardshop on you and your hus­ 
band. So long as she is doing this, 
I think you should be gracious to 
her and not expect anything from 
her unless she wants to buy some­ 
thing for you, your husband or 
your home. 
Don’t make her feel that she is 
unwelcome in your home just be­ 
cause she does not contribute fi­ 
nancially to its upkeep. She is 
giving you, indirectly, all she has 
and this is as much as anyone can 
expect. 
Dr. Hurlock will help you with 
family problems.

WASHINGTON.—The French are 
cutting down on cigarettes to help 
raise money for the P alace of Ver­ 
sailles. A special appeal has been 
m ade to every citizen to contribute 
the price of one pack toward the 
S\4.000.000 needed to restore 
the 
palace and gardens to their 18th 
century grandeur. 


Non-sm okers 
are 
contributing 
too. for the French love V ersailles 
and flock to see it from all over 
the country, says the National Geo­ 
graphic Society. On an afternoon 
jaunt from P aris or a trip from 
the provinces, they visit the pal­ 
ace and walk in gardens w here 
over 150.000 plants are 
set 
out 
each year. F am ilies spread picnic 
lunches on the 
grass, 
and 
the 
children play by the fountains. 
O ccasionally special attractions 
are listed am ong theater notices 
in the papers. Som e Sundays all 
the fountains are playing: on cer­ 
tain evenings they are illum inated 
while the opera ballet perform s 
by the fountain of 
Neptune.

displays 
reflected in the Grand Canal. 
Built on Marshland 


After alm ost total neglect dur­ 
ing World War II m any

plans a long-term rebuilding pro­ 
gram on the enorm ous edifice <27 
acres of roofing) 
which 
alm ost 
m iraculously still stands after 300 
years. 
Built by Louis XIV 
around his 
father’s hunting lodge on m arsh­ 
land 12 m iles from 
Paris, 
and 
with no outside downspouts to m ar 
the beauty 
of its 
facades, 
the 
palace is crum bling within from 
dam pness—worst enem y 
of stone 
buildings. 
The largest building and m ost 
visited 
historic 
shrine 
in 
the 
country, 
V ersailles 
has* alw ays 
been very much a part of French 
life. Louis XIV, who said bluntly. 


‘I am the S tate,” established there 
the seat of 
governm ent,

nobles to his brilliant court. T here 
they stayed, dependent on him fin­ 
ancially and politically. 
Twenty thousand 
people 
w ere 
attached to the court in its heyday 
A thousand nobles lived 
in the 
p alace itself with their retinues of 
at least 4.000; an additional 5,000 
serv an ts occupied the annexes, and 
9,000 soldiers lived in b a rra c k s in 
the town. 
Cows and Goats 
Sightseers were freely adm itted 
along with official visitors. C orrid­ 
ors w ere 
thronged 
with 
prince^ 
and am bassadors, 
serv an ts 
and 
peddlers. Cows

goats 
w ere 
brought daily to the doors of those 
cf the nobility who insisted

'fresh milk. The public also was 
allowed in the gardens and cam e 
in such num bers that guards had 
to clear a path for the kingly con­ 
stitutionals.
